THE INITIATIVE AND 
ERENDUM 
REF- 


The case in the Supreme Court of 
the United States from Oregon, 
in 
which the constitutionality of the fh- 
itiative and referendum plan of legis­ 
lation is attacked, is one which will 
arouse intense publ> interest. 
This 
new plan is only r,e« in America. 
It 
was used by ancient 
republics 
or 
democracies more th in twenty cen 
1 ries ago and has in modern times 
den practiced in some of the cantons 
of Switzerland. 
For a 
good 
many 
years the referendum has been prac­ 
ticed in Maryland and in some of the 
other states of the union, but its use 
has usually been confined to 
three 
classes of subjects—the grai. ng of 
licenses to sell alcoholic drinks, the 
creation of public debt and the loca­ 
tion of county seats or state capitals. 
In Maryland the so-called local op­ 
tion laws have been upheld by the 
state courts. 


Briefly stated the initiative is 
de­ 
fined as the power to initiate any de­ 
sired legislation by the people; the 
referendum is the reference of law's 
which have been passed by the legis­ 
lature to the people for their ratifica­ 
tion, the power to call for a public 
vote upon any proposed measure. The 
"recall” is the power to compel a pub­ 
lic official to stand for re-election, or, 
more properly, the power to vote a 
public o'fioial out of office before the 
< xpiration of the term for which he 
w'as elected. 


The importance of the decision of 
the Supreme Court in the Oregon case 
lies in the fact that the initiative and 
referendum are employed 
in 
more 
than half a dozen states, and the gen­ 
eral drift in many states is that way. 
People in western states apparently 
are tired of having their law’s enacted 
by representatives, or delegates, and 
are desirous of legislation direct by 
the people. 
Whether direct legisla­ 
tion is a "republican form of govern­ 
ment 
is the question for the Supreme 
Court to decide. The Constitution re­ 
quires the United States to guarantee 
to each state a republican form 
of 
government, and the case from Ore­ 
gon is brought up on a writ of error 
upon the contention that it is not. 
A law' w'as enacted by the initiative 
plan in Oregon imposing a tax 
upon 
the earnings of telegraph and 
tele­ 
phone companies. 
The companies re­ 
fused to pay the tax, contending that 
a law so passed is not valid 
under 
such a republican form of government 
as the United States is required to 
guarantee to each state. 
If the Su­ 
preme Court should uphold this con­ 
tention, it w ill stem, temporarily, a 
strong tide and invalidate important 
provisions in several state constitu­ 
tions. 
Such a decision might, how­ 
ever, create another issue— the 
de­ 
mand for an amendment to the Fed­ 
eral Constitution legalizing the initia 
tive and referendum.— Baltimore Sun.
